Uncle Sam is the unwilling host to a horde of unwelcome 
visitors 
You want to know one reason our nation's improving 
economy is unab le to soak up its unemployed0 It’s b ecause 
there are millions of immigrants in the United States — il­ 
legally 
ILLEGAL ALIENS are streaming into the United States in 
such numb ers that immigration officials use expressions 
such as “flood” and “national crisis” to describ e the inva­ 
sion 
Los Angeles City Councilman David Cunningham says half 
of the residents in his district are officially “ invisib le 
b ecause they are illegal aliens 
According to the census there are 14.000 people in his dis­ 
trict; actually there are 30,000 
Technically, illegal aliens are not supposed to take job s, 
yet hiring them is perfectly legal. 
And these are no longer mostly Mexican wetb acks working 
in the fields of the Southwest Now they are working in heavy 
industry, light industry, construction, driving taxis, working 
in clothing factories and restaurants 
TWO GREEK BROTHERS who jumped ship in New York 
were found months later in a crew painting the Statue of 
Lib erty 
House Judiciary Committee Chairman Peter Rodino (D - 
N .J.) concedes that aliens are holding many job s that nor­ 
mally would b e filled b y American workers b ut his b ill to 
make employment of illegal immigrants illegal has 
repeatedly b een stalled in the Senate. 
Even if the Rodino b ill passes, the Immigration Service 
can do little to enforce it without first hiring an army of en­ 
forcement officers to increase its present staff of 4,200. 
At the Mexican b order we’ve b een installing electronic 
sensors developed for the Vietnamese war to try to catch 
some of the more-than-a-million who cross that b order il­ 
legally each year. 
And. as in Vietnam, we are winning some b attles b ut losing 
the war 
In Chicago alone some 350.000 illegal Mexican aliens have 
settled; the city catches up with mayb e 12,000 a year. 
IMMIGRATION OFFICIALS say they are concentrating 
their efforts on apprehending illegal aliens holding job s 
which might otherwise go to native and naturalized 
Americans. 
But this leaves other tens of thousands maintaining 
themselves on “welfare” with forged credentials which they 
can readily purchase for $25 to $100. 
Illegal immigrants on welfare cost California $100 million 
a year' 
When times were good Americans were more willing to 
“look the other way,” b ut the recession-b red unemployment 
has roused resentment. 
Even in Hawaii — our most hospitab le and homogeneous 
state — where almost everyb ody is from elsewhere, legal 
Vietnam refugees are b eing turned away b ecause they are an 
unwanted b urden on the economy. 
AMERICA CONTINUES to add 400.000 legal immigrants a 
year and illegal ones b y the millions 
Eight million is the most educated guesstimate of the 
numb er of illegal aliens now in the United States — precisely 
the same as the numb er of our nation's present unemployed

As the old year fizzles out, an unusually large 
num b er of prob lem s are b edeviling the country and 
the world. 
T here are even a few prob lem s close b y. 
T here is also good news! 
THE NEW YEAR SHOULD b e interesting as our 
b est b rains do their derndest to shore up the leaks and 
keep the old Ship of State headed tow ard safe harb ors 
It looks, for instance, as if our taxes will b e in­ 
creased b eginning next year. President Ford vetoed a 
b ill he felt would b e inflationary. W ithout the b ill, 
how ever, tem porary tax cuts m eted out last year 
com e to an end and the average working m an will b e 
taxed around $3 extra per week. Businessm en as well 
a s w age-earners will also b e hit harder. 
Ford w anted a reduction in spending to accom pany 
the tax reduction and Congress refused to b ite that 
b ullet. D em ocrats are crying that Ford w as playing 
politics. Repub licans say he was acting responsib ly 
and claim the dem os a re b uilding a national New York 
City with irresponsib le deficit financing. So, w hat’s 
new. 
We think there is a good possib ilty that a tax 
reduction will still com e out of the current sq uab b le. 
THE NATIONAL ECONOMY is ending the year 
with a rush upward. The third q u arter GNP increased 
13,4 per cent, said to b e the highest gain for a three- 
month period in 25 years, b ut there are prob lem s 
everyw here. Some local developers, the SUN has 
learned, 
are finding it m ore difficult to m ake 
paym ents on land and som e are asking for extensions, 
or lower paym ents, as a result of a slowing down in 
hom e b uilding. 
The average Georgetown citizen is finding it harder 
to m ake ends m eet b ecause of higher taxes, increased 
utility rates and an ever-upw ard spiral of prices at the 
stores and the gasoline pump. An extra $3 per week 
incom e tax isn't going to m ake them love their 
P resident or C ongressm en any m ore 
As C hristm as w eek turns the corner Jocal stores are 
b usy with shoppers, a condition due to continue right 
up to C hristm as Eve. Most of the b uying is on a cash 
b asis and the shoppers are purchasing good q uality 
m erchandise and w rapping the packages in expensive 
paper and rib b ons Television sets and other costly 
gifts are said to b e m oving well and there is an aura of 
happiness and good will prevailing over the entire 
com m unity 
THE DRIVE FDR $350,000 to fund the b irth of a fine 
hospital to serve the com m unity is doing much b etter 
than expec ted with $150,000 reported in the till at mid 
week The experts, however, expect the second half of 
the drive to b e m uch hard er, as most large gifts are 
counted in that first $350 thousand 
It is no te-worthy that $150 thousand is. in itself the 
la rg est su m of mo ney ever raised in Georgetown for a 
single project

they do not readily open their door to the 
stranger. They are also much on the move, 
so that among those over 14 years of age the 
chances of anyone’s b eing at home at a given 
time are statistically reduced. Finally, 
people are growing more concerned with 
their privacy. Having b een peered at b y 
sociologists, grilled b y tax assessors, ques 
tioned more or le*-c gently b y students ii.

A ba sis fo r my ex pla na tio n is to be fo und in 
the distress sa id to be frit by ma ny seg ments 
o f the co untry ’s so -ca lled decisio nma kers. 
Acco rding to the newspa pers’ repo rt o f the 
po llsters’ tro ubles, the po liticia n is dema nd­ 
ing ho w he ca n a ct if the peo ple do n’t tell him 
wha t he sho uld do ; the pub lisher a nd 
pro ducer are asking what lig ht will be left 


fo r them i wo rn 
h i , the a dv erttsi ; g directo r 
is a t lo o se ends. The disco mfiture o f these 
eminent g entlemen ma y be precisely wha t 
the public is, in its o wn wa y , seeking to 
a cco mplish. Ex a mining my o wn feeling s I 
find tha t I, to o , ta ke a wry sa tisfa ctio n in 
their co nfusio n 
Ha v e we no t a ll ha d eno ug h o f the 
po liticia n who wa its to be po lled befo re 
co mmitting himself to a po sitio n? I ha v e 
rea d a cco unts o f a bo o k o r mo v ie which ha s 
suppo sedly been a ssured o f success beca use 
ev ery ing redient ha s been pretested. The 
subject-ma tter o f the plo t, the title, ev en the 
co lo r o f the ja cket in the ca se o f a bo o k, ha v e 
a ll been put to g ether a cco rding to wha t the 
public ha s been fo und to prefer. And wha t is 
the result? The result is so mething the 
public ig no res a nd disca rds, a nd tha t no 
a mo unt o f a dv ertising will induce it to 
co nsume. In the sa me wa y the public will in 
the end reject a po liticia n who g iv es them 
ha ck o nly wha t he ha s been to ld they wa nt. 
We to uch here o n o ne o f the o ldest 
pa ra do x es o f demo cra cy 
If the lea der 
disreg a rds men s desires a nd is dea f to their 


complaint, he will piove himself either a 
dictator or a foe1 
he adapts to them 
slavishly he will b etray the pub lic he is 
called to serve The true decision-maker 
does not mirror the polls His 
v isio n g o es 
deeper than the demands of the day, and 
emb races a country which the majority o f 
his constituents have scarcely yet glimpsed. 
He has an instinctive deference to their 
wishes; he recalls, in Socrates’ 
ho mely 
phrase, that they are b est situated to kno w 
“where the shoe pinches.” But he is 
no t 
sub servient to their wishes nor b ound to 
follow anything b ut his own views of what is 
good. 
Now I know, of course, that in the process 
of the wisest decision-making a full knowl­ 
edge of the popular mind is an indispensab le 
prerequisite. I make this b ow to the pollsters 
to avoid getting irate letters from Gallup- 
ville, USA. But in American life, it seems to 
me, the b alance has tipped too far toward a 
kind of decision-making which gives the 
pub lic what it says it thinks it wants, and a 
reaction to this — even if it b edevils the work 
of the pollster — can only b e a healthy sign. 
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WASHINGTON - In the ex­ 
ecutive suites of almost all the 
top defense contractors are 
retired admirals and generals 
who are on a first-name b asis 
with the Pentagon's b ig b rass 
What b ranch of the govern­ 
ment spends the most money0 
The military. Who is an expert 
on Pentagon red tape0 An ad­ 
miral or a general. So make him 
a corporate vice president 
By our own count, more than 
1.400 high-ranking military of­ 
ficers have left the armed forces 
to accept job s with defease con­ 
tractors in the last five years 
Northrop Corporation, for exam­ 
ple. has hired 53 former Defease 
Department employees since 
1969. 
Here are a few other typical 
examples 
— Boeing 
ls the prime con­ 
tractor for Mmuteman missiles 
It has hired at least four senior 
Pentagon officials who had 
jurisdiction over Minuteman 
missiles 
— Rockwell International 
produces B * b omb ers for the 
Air Force fine of the company’s 
new executives is Harry Gaynor, 
who used to b e chief >f an Air 
Force unit dealing with B-l 
b omb ers Two other Rockwell 
executives Thomas McGuire 
and Rob ert MitUieil. came <wt 
<ii the Air For< *• Contract Man­ 
agement Division 
— LTV operates one of the 
Air Force's major missile test 


ranges. The company now has on 
the payroll McLean Elliott who, 
as an Air Force general, has 
b een in charge of b udget plan­ 
ning for test ranges 
The fine art of gaining con­ 
tracts, unfortunately, depends as 
much on political influence as 
professional competence. Some­ 
times, political influence is 
b ought for cash under the tab le. 
In the past, for example, we 
have reported how the Lockheed 
Corporation passed out $200 
million to people in high places 
around the world Now we've 
learned where most of the 
money went 
Payments were made to the 
air force chief in Colomb ia the 
minister of defease in Italy and a 
high air force official in Mexico. 
Of crMjrse. Lockheed has b een 
heavily sub sidized b y the Ameri­ 
can taxpayers. 
So at least indirectly, our tax 
money has b een used to pay off 
foreign officials to encourage 
them to b uy Lockheed airplanes 
P olitical Footb all: Presi 
dent Ford is quietly preparing 
for the New Hampshire presi 
dential primary next Feb ruary 
Like the footb all lineman he

You might try a book by Ben J Wattenberg — The Real 
America (pu blished by Dou bled ay ) — which was comp leted late 
last y ear and seems ev en more timely now. 
In no sense is Mr. Wattenberg a “cockey ed op timist ” He is a 
seriou s social and economic analy st w ho has plu nged into a sea 
of statistics — the U.S. Censu s, pu blic-opinion polls, market, 
ind u stry and acad emic su rv ey s and su ch. He comes u p lau ghing 
at the d oomsay ers. To q u ote his conclu sion: 
“The d ominant rhetoric of ou r time is a rhetoric of failu re, 
gu ilt and crisis. 
“The ev id ence of the d ata is the ev id ence (rf p rogress, growth 
and su ccess." 
What’s “p rogress"? Mr. Wattenberg d efines the word as 
meaning “a cond ition that is better by far than what it rep laces 
after accou nting for any sid e effects ” 
For a sampling of his ex amp les: 
“ Real family income, after inflation, has d ou bled in a 
generation." 
Fringe benefits — job eq u ities that d on’t show u p in pay en­ 
v elop es — ad v anced from 23 4 billion d ollars in 1960 to 79 7 
billion in 1972, and they ’re still growing. 
By official d efinition, a fifth of all Americans were liv ing in 
p ov erty in 1959 Now the total is half that 
Between i9 6 0 and 1970 p eop le on the bottom ru ng gained .6 
p ercent in their income, while those on the top ru ng lost 2.2 p er 
cent. Bu t d on’t feel sorry for the well-to-d o In 1952 there were 
202.000 hou sehold s with incomes of $25,000 or more. Twenty 
y ears later there were 4,225.000 
Mr Wattenberg d oesn’t confine p rogress to material gains. 
His d ata show: 
College enrollment in 1960 was more than 3.5 million By 1973 


it had reached 8 6 million, and is estimated to ex ceed IO million 
by 1980. Fu rthermore, abou t 6 0 p ercent of tod ay ’s college 
stu d ents come from families in which the head of the hou sehold 
nev er completed one y ear of college Among blacks, the figu re 
goes u p to 80 p ercent 
The nu mber of women in the professions has gone u p sharp ly , 
and there has been a “great increase” in the p ercentage of 
women in the total labor force 
Americans now start working later, pu t in fewer hou rs and 
retire earlier 
Mr Wattenberg’s analy ses are su re to be controv ersial For 
one thing, he sid eswipes the v ariou s “libs” — women’s, black's, 
consu mer's — becau se, he su ggests, they either d on’t recognize 
their gains or they d eliberately fu zz them to keep cau ses going 
The au thor's own conclu sion is that while the hand -wringers 
hav e been d eploring the sad state of America, we hav e become 
“the first Massiv e Majority Mid d le Class society in history — 
something of a marv el 
What is this new mid d le class d oing with its hard -earned 
money ’ It’s not being frittered away , as y ou might think 
Figu res in the book show d ie faster rises in family sp end ing are 
on ed u cation, health, recreation and hou sing Among the slower 
risers are cosmetics, alcohol, jewelry Say s Mr Wattenberg: 
“The point ts that giv en a v ast increase in d iscretionary in­ 
come ov er the last d ecad e, the broad spend ing trend s hav e been 
commonsensical and worthwhile ” 
The hero of this fascinating book the American people — 
“smarter, w lser, calmer, shrewd er, tou gher and more forgiv ing 
than their critics of the left and of the right."

Entomology 
Notes

CONTROL 
G R EEN B U G S 
ON SMALL GRAINS -Sm all 
g rain producers need to be on 
th e lookout for rapidly growing 
g reen bu g populations in their 
fields, says Bob Glodt, county 
entomologist for the Texas 
Agricultural Extension Service. 
During the past week, green- 
bu g numbers increased in many 
of the small grain fields in 
Williamson and Milam Coun­ 
ties. Greenbug counts ranged 
from 2 to 175 greenbugs per 
linear foot of row. In all but one 
instance, greenbug levels had 
not reached damaging propor- 
tions. 
If 
the 
d aytim e 
temperatures remain warm 
an d we do not get some 
moisture in these small grains, 
g reen bu g 
populations can be ex­ 
pected to increase very rapidly. 
The bugs, which are about 
l/16th-inch long and light green 
with a dark green stripe down 
th eir back, inject a toxin into 
p lan ts while feeding on them. 
Th is causes the plant to turn 
y ello w and eventually die. Any 
ty p e of stress such as lack of 
moisture w ill increase the 
damag e done by greenbugs. 
“ In so me cases,” says Bob 
G lo dt, “ greenbugs have 
beco me resistant to insec­ 
ticides. Insecticide control 
failu re may be due to applica­ 
tion, temperature or coverage 
p ro blems.” 
Bo b Gladt advised checking 
fields at regular intervals dur­ 
ing the growing season and at 
least once a week if the green­ 
bug population is increasing. 
Before using an insecticide, a 
p ro du cer should consider such 
th in g s as plant vigor, moisture 
co n ditio n s, 
stage of growth and 
the presence or absence of 
Darasites and predators. 
Effective insecticide controls 
o f greenbugs on small grains 
a re 
m eth yl 
p arath io n , 
parathion, 
malathion, dis- 
u lfo to n (D i-Syston ) and 
dimethoate. With parathion and 
methyl parathion, fields should 
n o t be grazed for 15 days after 
use. Malathion is less toxic and 
grazing can commence after 
seven days. Dimethoate should 
be used for wheat only and 
grazing can start after 14 days. 
Disulfoton should not be used on 
small grain fields which are 
grazed with livestock.

Resident Engineer Frank 
Faris of Georgetown said the 
project consists of resurfacing 
and addition of about three 
inches of crushed limestone to 
the road from its intersection 
with U.S. 79 at Frame Switch to 
a point 2 3 miles south 
THE ROAD will be paved and 
widened to 24 feet. Sections of 
the road supporting bridges will 
be 38 feet wide, Faris explained

Hospital gifts use explained 


The second major Williamson County fire in 
just two days swept through a home four miles 
east of Georgetown Wednesday afternoon, 
destroying the structure completely. 
Wayne Gattis, an IBM employe, said he and 
his wile Kay built the three-bedroom house six 
years ago at a cost of about $25,000 
Both were away when the fire was reported to 
the Georgetown Volunteer Fire Department 
about 2.30 p. rn Wednesday. 
Mrs. Gattis’ father, Albert “Babe” Raum of 
Route 4, said he saw the fire and thought it was a 
grass fire out of control beyond the house. 
UPON REACHING the home however, he 
found the flames were coming from the attic of 
the house. Climbing upon a support in the double 
garage, he said, he poked his head into the attic. 
“There was fire all around me up there,” 
Raum recalled “I grabbed a hose and tried 
sprinkling water around, but it didn’t do any 
good ” 
Raum drove to a neighbor's house, where he 
called out. “ Kay’s house is on fire” and asked the 
neighbor to call the fire department. 
Georgetown volunteers soon arrived with 
equipment and men, and volunteers also came 
from Jarrell, Round Rock, and Hutto. Jarrell 
sent a booster truck and Round Rock sent a rural 
fire vehicle similar to the one used by 
Georgetown.

This is a determination by the people — 
inarticulate and perhaps still largely uncon­ 
scious — to find leaders in culture, in 
commerce and in politics who are prepared 
to offer them something better than a 
mishmash of their own previously stated 
opinions. They look for men who will take 
risks, going beyond the public’s poorly 
conceived preferences and imperfectly ex­ 
pressed assumptions. 
A basis for my explanation is to be found in 
the distress said to be felt by many segments 
of the country’s so-called decisionmakers. 
According to the newspapers’ report of the 
pollsters troubles, tire politician is demand­ 
ing how he can act if the people don’t tell him 
what he should do; the publisher amt 
producer are asking what light will be left 


for them i worn in, the advert is i g director 
is at loose ends. The discomfiture of these 
eminent gentlemen may be precisely what 
the public is, in its own way, seeking to 
accomplish. Examining my own feelings I 
find that I, too, take a wry satisfaction in 
their confusion 


Have we not all had enough of the 
politician who waits to be polled before 
committing himself to a position? I have 
read accounts of a book or movie which has 
supposedly been assured of success because 
every ingredient has been pretested The 
subject-matter of the plot, the title, even the 
c olor of the jacket in the case of a book, have 
all been put together according to what the 
public has been found to prefer. And what is 
the result? The result is something the 
public ignores and discards, and that no 
amount of advertising will induce it to 
consume In the same way the public will in 
the end reject a politician who gives them 
back only what he has been told they want. 
We touch here on one of the oldest 
naradoxes of democracy 
If the leader 
disregards men s desires and is deaf to their 


complain' 
he will prove himself either a 
dictator or a foe' 
,f he adapts to them 
slavishly he will betray the public he is 
called to serve The true decision-maker 
does not mirror the polls. His vision goes 
deeper than the demands of the day, and 
embraces a country which the majority of 
his constituents have scarcely yet glimpsed. 
He has an instinctive deference to their 
wishes; he recalls, in Socrates’ homely 
phrase, that they are best situated to know 
“where the shoe pinches.” But he is not 
subservient to their wishes nor bound to 
follow anything but his own views of what is 
good 
Now I know, of course, that in the process 
of the wisest decision-making a full knowl­ 
edge of the popular mind is an indispensable 
prerequisite I make this bow to the pollsters 
to avoid getting irate letters from Gallup- 
ville, USA. But in American life, it seems to 
me, the balance has tipped too far toward a 
kind of decision-making which gives the 
public what it says it thinks it wants, and a 
reaction to this — even if it bedevils the work 
of the pollster - can only be a healthy sign.

CONTROL 
G REEN BUG S 
ON SMALL GRAINS —Small 
grain producers need to be on 
the lookout for rapidly growing 
greenbug populations in their 
fields, says Bob Glodt, county 
entomologist for the Texas 
Agricultural Extension Service. 
During the past week, green­ 
bug numbers increased in many 
of the small grain fields in 
Williamson and Milam Coun­ 
ties. Greenbug counts ranged 
from 2 to 175 greenbugs per 
linear foot of row. In all but one 
instance, greenbug levels had 
not reached damaging propor- 
tions. 
If 
the 
daytime 
temperatures remain warm 
and we do not get some 
moisture in these small grains, 
greenbug populations can be ex­ 
pected to increase very rapidly. 
The bugs, which are about 
l/16th-inch long and light green 
with a dark green stripe down 
their back, inject a toxin into 
plants while feeding on them. 
This causes the plant to turn 
yellow and eventually die. Any 
type of stress such as lack of 
moisture will increase the 
damage done by greenbugs. 
‘‘In some cases,” says Bob 
Glodt, 
“ greenbugs have 
become resistant to insec­ 
ticides. Insecticide control 
failure may be due to applica­ 
tion, temperature or coverage 
problems.” 
Bob Gladt advised checking 
fields at regular intervals dur­ 
ing the growing season and at 
least once a week if the green- 
bug population is increasing. 
Before using an insecticide, a 
producer should consider such 
things as plant vigor, moisture 
conditions, stage of growth and 
the presence or absence of 
parasites and predators. 
Effective insecticide controls 
of greenbugs on small grains 
are 
methyl 
parathion, 
parathion, malathion 
dis­ 
tr I foton ( Di-Syston) and 
dimethoate With parathion and 
methyl parathion, fields should 
not be grazed for 15 days after 
use. Malathion is less toxic and 
grazing can commence after 
seven days Dimethoate should 
be used for wheat only and 
grazing can start after 14 days 
Disulfoton should not be used on 
small grain fields which are 
grazed with livestock 
Since greenbug populations 
can increase rapidly, regular 
field checks are the key to 
heading off severe damage, 
points out Bob Glodt.

Conversion of 2.3 miles of 
County Road 401 to a Farm to 
Market Road is included in a 
construction program recently 
approved by the State Highway 
and 
Public 
Transportation 
Commission. 
Resident Engineer Frank 
Fans of Georgetown said the 
project consists of resurfacing 
and addition of about three 
inches of crushed limestone to 
the road from its intersection 
with U.S. 79 at Frame Switch to 
a point 2.3 miles south 
TH E ROAD will be paved and 
widened to 24 feet. Sections of 
I 
the road supporting bridges will 
be 38 feet wide, Faris explained 
Construction will be funded 
with $137,000 from the 
1975 
Texas Farm to Market Road 
and 
Off 
Federal 
Systems 
programs. 
Statewide, 
the 
program provides $38.1 million 
for the development of 582.5 
miles of secondary roads. 
Fans explained that county 
commissioners confer with 
Highway Department district 
engineers 
to select possible 
additions to the state Farm and 
Ranch to Market system. 
lf commissioners’ choices are 
approved by the state Tran­ 
sportation Commission, the 
projects become eligible for 
funding under the programs.
